REMARKS 

Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. §§ 112, first paragraph 

In the last reply applicants indicated that a reference showing that LI 9 and El are 
both known and available is attached. Due to a filing error said reference was actually not 
filed. Applicants apologize for this and attach said reference to this reply. 

LI 9 and El can be reproduced since their sequences are known. See, for example, 
table 2 of Pini et al., Design and Use of a Phage Display Library, The Journal of Biological 
Chemistry, Vol. 273, No. 34, Issue of August 21, 1998, pp. 21769-21776. A copy of this 
reference is attached. 

The definition of Y was amended in the last reply such that it is =C(CH 3 ) 2 . Support 
for this amendment can be found, for example, in the compound of example 1 of page 1 6 of 
the specification. The Office Action requests the structure of the compound of example 1 . 
The structure follows and clearly demonstrates that Y is =C(CH3)2 in said compound. 
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
